Washington —(NC)—While responding dramatically 


to the restrictive Barden Bill,

favor is a bill which assures some aid to children in all 


schools, 


and they will fight any measure, be it the Barden 


Bill or the Senate-approved Thomas Bill, which fails to con- 


tain this guarantee. 


This assessment of the reaction 
of Catholic parents across the 
country was made here by the 
Rev. William A. McManus, of the 
Education Department, National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, as 
reports from Capital Hill said that 
the Truman administration will 
work for the enactment of some 
kind of Federal school aid, even 
though the opening of the public- 
parochial school controversy has 
dimmed the chances of the Barden 
Bill. 


Asked whether he thought the 
Catholic people who have been 
writing to Congress would accept 
the Thomas Bill in place of Rep.

The Directory lists 11,332 sep- 
arate educational institutions, an 
increase of 93 despite post-war 
conditions, which include 64 dio- 
cesan seminaries; 337 religious 
community seminaries, novitiates 
and scholasticates; 228 vuniversi- 
ties and colleges for men and wo- 
men; 1,596 diocesan and parish 
high schools; 789 private high 
schools; 17,777 elementary parish 
schools and 541 private elemen- 
tary schools. Also listed are. 151 
protective institutions with 14,972 
children tinder instruction, an in- 
crease of 22 institutions and 392 
children. New educational insti- 
tutions include: four diocesan 
seminaries; 59 religious commun- 
ity seminaries and  novitiates; 
seven colleges; 17 private elemen- 
tary schools and 53 elementary 
parish schools. The Directory 
noted 21 fewer parish and diocesan 
high schools due to changes in 
classification -and six fewer pri- 
vate high schools. 


The Directory notes an aggre- 
gate of 4,401,524 American youth 
in all grades under Catholic in- 
struction, an increase of 262,829 
over a year ago. Catholic univer- 
sities and colleges enrollments 
reached an all-time high of 240,- 
048, an increase of 45,106. It also 
was pointed out that since 1946 
when 102,655 were enrolled in 
Catholic higher learning institu- 
tions, the enrollments have more 
than doubled. 


Student Religious in seminaries 
and novitiates reached an all-time 
high of 26,215, an increase of 
2,514.

Conformity Of Choir

To Regulations Of The Church 


Forty-six years ago Pope Pius 
X, issued a guide to good liturgi- 
cal music and ceremony in the 
Catholic Church. This simple out- 
line of regulations, compiled by ex- 
perienced and educated minds is 
called the “Moto Phroprio.” After 
much serious thought as to what 
is right and wrong before the Altar 
of Cod, this encyclical on regula- 
tions was presented to the Church 
with the hope that pastors and 
choirs would adhere to its princi- 
ples. However, the “Motu Proprio,” 
which can be purchased in booklet 
form at any Catholic Book Store, 
found itself politely ignored and 
left to cool its heels at almost 
every choir loft and rectory en- 
trance. 


A few pioneers with artistic 
souls, realizing the importance and 
significance of this writing, began 
diligently putting into use their 
minds and their hearts in follow- 
ing its precepts. This brought 
about heated discussions and many 
prejudices throughout the Catholic 
music world. Prejudices which ob- 
stinately remain today, even 
among persons of great piety and 
high authority. Consequently, four 
decades have passed with but few 
churches in these United States 
doing their utmost in abiding by 
the regulations of the “Motu Pro- 
prio.” 


Hence . the question arises: 
“How are we, in the Fort Wayne 
Diocese, going back to prevent this

back sliding and continuous neglect 
of what should be done In our 
churches? How will we approach 
this problem?” 

To begin with .. . in order to 
conform as choir organizations to 
the regulations of the Church, we 
must have cooperation between 
pastor and choirmaster. This 
should be the prime requisite with 
both parties conscientiously trying 
to present music and ceremony 
that is fitting to every occasion 
that may arise before the Bles- 
sed Sacrament. Until both Pastor 
and Choirmaster understand each 
other and what is expected of them 
nothing concrete will materialize, 
This. understanding will come only, 
through the willingness of both to 
properly educate themselves thru 
extensive reading or attending a 
good Catholic music school from 
time to time. It would be wise for 
the pastor, (who has his shoulders 
burdened with parish problems) to 
send his Organist and Choir- 
master to such a school for the 
necessary instruction. The cost to 
the Parish would be_negligible in 
comparison to the edifying results 
that will be evident in his services 
throughout the ecclesiastical year. 


When the organist and choir- 
master have adequately equipped 
themselves through reading and 
schooling, then .. . the choir mem- 
bers should benefit from their 
learning. The process will naturally 
be a slow one, but by small doses 
of what is right and wrong in 
church .. . the choir singers will 
find that their particular work in 
the liturgy is almost a priestly 
office; they will be lending their 
voices to God’s word carrying it 
clearly, sweetly and forcefully into 
the hearts of the faithful on prop- 
erly clothed melodies. This will 
make one thing evident to the 
singers, that vanity and self glor- 
ification should find no room in 
their hearts. Raucous bellowings 
and pyrotechnic solo exhibitions 
will eventually shame themselves 
into obscurity through proper edu- 
cation and instruction by choir 
leaders.

b. Prolonged compositions with 
repetitious text, lengthy and world- 
ly solos, poor responses and loud 
accompaniment of the organ should 
be eliminated in order to perform 
a smooth and prayerful Mass. 

c. Remember always that the 
choir assists the priest and faithful 
in their prayers and should not 
take precedence musically by sing- 
ing compositions that will distract 
the mind from prayer. 

Finally, let us all remember, 
that liturgical music should express 
both the ardent love of the God- 
man, Jesus Christ, and all the de- 
sires of His spouse, Holy Church. 
Much of what has been said can 
only be put into practice by serious 
study and consideration. As choir 
organizations, we cannot conform 
to the regulations of Mother 
Chureh without first acquainting 
ourselves with all our faults. Man 
can praise God worthily if God 
will help him, but he must use the 
very words that God has composed 
and through which He desires to be 


praised.

ow can our laity win converts? 
What method are they to use? 
First and most important of. all, 
they can recruit prospects, What 
is urgently needed is an annual 
house to house canvas to determine 
how many churchless people there 
are within the territory of every 
parish. Lay men and women. can 
make such a canvas; they can then 
establish friendly relations with 
such individuals, visit them occa- 
sionally, loan them Catholie books 
and pamphlets, subscribe for Our 
Sunday Visitor for them, invite 
them to Mass and to other devo- 
tions, get them acquainted with 
their pastor and ultimately accom- 
pany them to an inquiry class. 

Their friendship, their kindness, 
their solicitude and the example of 
their virtuous lives will have their 
effects: indifference and even cold- 
ress will melt under the warmth 
of such friendship and unselfish 
service. Such an annual house to 
house canvas should be supplement- 
ed by constant alertness to dis- 
cover new arrivals and to call upon 
them immediately. 


Block System 


Each family can take either a 
single block or a square block, de- 
pending upon the congestion of the 
area, and hold themselves respon- 
sible for contacting all the church- 
less people in this zone. This block 
system, so long advocated by Bish- 
op Noll, has been used with signal 
success in financial drives and it 
can be used with equal effectiveness 
for spiritual causes. 

The Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine, now established in every 
parish, is another part of the par- 
ochial machinery which might well 
be geared into the convert Apos- 
tolate. The members of each study 
club might well invite non-Catholic 
friends to attend their meetings 
and thus open up for them the 
great vista of Catholic truth in all 
its richness and beauty. Their 
misconceptions of many of the 
teachings and practices of our holy 
religion would be removed and they 
would be stimulated to make that 
all-out study of our faith which 
almost invariably ends in embrac- 
ing it.

St. Bonaventure, N. Y.—(NC)—Except for a few die- 
hards, the men who run America’s military establishment 
are-now convinced that a soldier must not only be a fighting 
man but he must be also a moral man. : 


This was the gist of the 


report which the Rey. Damian 


Blaher, O.F.M., of the Military Ordinariate, made on “Moral 


a 


Guidance in the Armed Forces 
at the 380th annual Franciscan 
Educational Conference at St. Bon- 
aventure’s College here. 


The reorientation of military at- 
titude has resulted in a “Charact- 


er Guidance program,” Fat’her 
Blaher declared,- with character 
guidance as a new term devised by 
the military to signify acts which 
encourage the development of mor- 
al responsibility. 

The program aims to develop 
‘in the indivdual serviceman an ap- 
preciation of the moral fabric in 
the American way of life, a recog- 
nition of the moral obligation and 
opportunity of the military pro- 
fession, a sense of moral respon- 
sibility and individual attitude and 
behavior, and a spirit of service 
and sacrifice in the performance of 
duty, the priest explained. 


The material in the “Army Char- 
acter Guidance” lectures is based 
on natural theology and. natural 
law morality; it is ethics as dis- 
tinguished from moral theology, he 
said, 


As a result of this experiment 
on the part of the Army the move- 
ment has been taken up by the 
Air Forces, Father Blaher stated. 
Numerous retreats and missions 
are now being provided for serv- 
icemen and the Air Force has its 
own mission band, whose priests 
recently have completed missiqns 
in Alaska and soon will be flying 
to Europe and the Orient for the 
same purpose. 

‘While praising the program as 
a successful approach to the prob- 
Jem of delinquency in peace as well 
as in war, Father Blaher said it 
will be doomed to failure if there 
is not a_ sufficient number of 
first-class chaplains to operate it. 

The conference concluded with a 
reelection of officers: the Rev. Pius 
Barth, O.F.M., of Washington, D. 
C., president; the Rev. Basil Heis- 
er, O.F.M., Conv. of Carey, O., vice 

resident; the Rev. Sebastian Mik-

British School 
Act ‘Massacre 
Of Innocent’

London—(NC)—R. A. Butler, 
Conservative member of Parlia- 
ment, declared that he never con- 


templated the “massacre of the 
innocent” which has taken place as 
a result of the treatment of Catho- 
lic schools in some county plans 
under the 1944 Education Act, 


As Minister of Education in the 
former Coalition government, Mr. 
Butler fathered the Education Act 
in the House of Commons and car- 
ried it through despite strong op- 
position from many quarters. Un- 
der the act Catholics must meet 
crippling costs if they wish to re- 
tain their schools. 


Speaking to the. National Society, 
r. Butler appealed to all educa- 
tion authorities to give the Church 
school managers a real opportun- 


ity of retaining their schools. 


Two members of the English Hi- 
erarchy, Archbishop Joseph Mas- 
terson of Birmingham and Bishop 
Edward Ellis of Nottingham, have 
estimated the cost to Catholics un- 
der the Education Act program as 
some $200,000,000 instead of $40, 
000,000 .as originally estimated. 


Bishop Andrew Beck, Coadjutor 
of Brentwood, speaking at West 
Bridgford, Nottinghamshire, said. 
“We are being asked to sweat 
this out of the Catholic men and 
women mainly of the working 
classes. I do not think that we can 
do it. With the best will in the 
world the sum is beyond our means 
but I am equally certain that we 
shall not surrender our schools nor 
our claims to justice. 


“If, through sheer financial pres- 
sure (and who shall draw the line 
between this pressure and persecu- 
tion?) we are driven into a corner, 
we shall fight.” 


U. S. Pilgrims Reach 
Paris, Greeted In 
Montmartre Church 


Paris—(Radio NC)—One hun- 
dred pilgrims, led by Archbishop 
John J. Mitty of San Francisco and 
seven other members of the U. S. 
Hierarchy attended Solemn Bene- 
diction in the Basilica of the Sacred 
Heart in Montmartre and heard a 
sermon of welcome in English by 
Canon Jean Rupp, delegate of the 
French episcopate with UNESCO.

HE organization formed in 

Washington by a number .of 
Protestant churchmen—m os tly 
Left-wingers—in January, 1948, 
would have the American people 
believe that it represents not only 
all Protestant bodies, but “Other 
Americans.” 


As a matter of fact this organ- 
ization had hardly been formed 
when twenty-four Protestant 
clergymen, leaders in their respec- 
tive denominations, vehemently cri- 
ticized it and, incidentally, the Su- 
reme Court of the United States 
or its interpretation of the First 
Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States.

Pope And Bishops Are Officers 
And Guides To See That All

Not long ago a psychiatrist compared the 256 religious de- 

Get into 
any one of them, he said, get onto the right highway and 
drive safely, and you'll reach your destination. That sounds 
like a good argument, doesn’t it?

It’s a good argument for road-maps and 


you like, but if you take the wrong 
road, the fact that you’re dri¥ng 
a Buick or a Ford won’t help you 
reach your journey’s end: The cor- 
rect conclusion to the argument 
is not that one car is as good as 
another, but that none of them are 
any good if you’re going in the 
wrong direction. 


Christ didn’t compare His Church 
to a donkey or a camel or a char- 
jot, or any other vehicle of His 
time. That’s where the psychia- 
trist made his big mistake. Christ 
compared His Church to a king- 
dom, and He added that although 
there is more than one road going 
into eternity, only one—and that 
a narrow one—will take you to 
His kingdom. (Matt. 7, 13-14) He 
gave us a road-map, with the 
Highway to Heaven marked in red, 
and a warning that if we’re care- 
swe we may get onto the wrong 
road, 


The fact that a religion is broad-

us get to Heaven, nor the fact that 
it’s modern. Christ’s Road to 
Heaven is an up-hill and one-way

Christ gave us a map to Heaven 
—the Gospels. In it He outlined 
the shortest and safest way to 
Heaven. Now, where does Christ's 
Highway begin?

Take a look at your map, the 
Gospels. Open your New Testa- 
ment to the Gospel of St. Matthew, 
chapter 16, verse 18, where Christ 
mentioned a “Church” for the first 
time. He promised to build His 
Church on St. Peter, the Rock, and 
to give Peter the Keys to His 
Kingdom. Later, on the shores of 
the Sea of Galilee, Christ did just 
that, when He entrusted to Peter 
both the people of His Church and 
their leaders as well (John 21, 15- 
17).

The record librarian’s work is 
most important to those she serves. 
She is the custodian and interpre- 
ter of the hospital records of every 
patient. It is a position of trust;

She 
must learn a great deal about mo- 
dern medical practice: diseases and 
operations and how to index them;

The medical librarian’s work is 
not as highly responsible nor as 
strenuous. She (or he) must gra- 
dually assimilate professional me- 
dical and nursing information suf- 
ficiently to be able to classify and 
catalogue the literature on it and 
file all new material accessibly ac- 
cording to the most up-to-date 
methods and medical terms and 
requirements, Discrimination will 
also be needed in weeding out old 
and worthless material. The medi- 
eal or nursing librarian, of course, 
must be able to serve competent- 
ly the doctors and nurses using the 
library for reference. A medical 
library is often kept in connection 
with a hospital record office, 


Finally, for our consideration 
there is the hospital librarian’s 
work, which is quite different. Up 
until recently this has often been 
chiefly a volunteer occupation be- 
cause of the inability of most hos- 
pitals to finance a reading pro- 
gram for their patients. It was a 
service performed by chaplains, 
Red Cross workers, hospital guilds 
and auxiliaries, or the patient’s 
friends. Now, however, with the 
growth of the idea of “bibliothe- 
rapy” (treatment by books), hos- 
pital librarians have a wider 
scope. Veterans’, children’s, and 
mental hospitals employ them and 
they are needed wherever there 
are long-term patients. Training 
plus a liking for people and books 
are the chief qualifications for the 
hospital librarian. 


We have now covered some of 
the most interesting medical oc- 
cupations. Most of them have 
these general requirements: seri- 
ousness of purpose with depend- 
eo good grooming and poise, 
a willingness to learn and take or- 
ders, a spirit of cooperation (intra- 
hospital teamwork), enthusiasm. 
A good memory helps; so much de- 
pends on standing orders and pro- 
cedures, previous experience and 
patient history. 


Good health may be required of 
the medical worker, according to 
the type of physical work involv- 
ed, but hospitals cannot tolerate 
absenteeism. Sickness takes no 

liday. 

In nearly all the more technical 
kinds of medical work, a usable 
knowledge of Latin is a pillar of 
light in the dark forest of termin- 
ology.- Those who attend college 
for-their preparation, or who have 
an opportunity for private study, 
would do well to learn a little 
Greek vocabulary. It makes a

The group of workers who play 
the important role of fishers in the 
Confraternity set-up could use their 
training and experience in bring- 
ing prospects to such meetings; 


thus would they be fulfilling the 


role assigned by Christ to all His 
followers when He said: “Come ye 
after me and I will make you to 
be fishers of men.” 


It will be an eye-opener to most 
of our laity to discover what in- 
dividual laymen are presently ac- 
complishing. We went to Chicago 
recently to visit Frank Estes to 
learn at first hand the details of 
his remarkable Apostolate in that 
city. For 28 years Frank has been 
distributing copies of Our Sunday 
Visitor and other Catholic period- 
icals and pamphlets to persons in 
hospitals and in jails and to the 
general public through the medium 
of pamphlet racks established in 
bus and railway stations and in 
other public places in and around 
Chicago. 

During 1947 Frank, with the aid 
of a few associates, was instru- 
mental in winning 243 converts and 
in bringing back 98 fallen-aways 
to the faith. His achievements in 
1948 were even greater. In that 
year he and his associates were 
instrumental in making 332 con- 
verts and in winning back 104 
lapsed Catholics. During 1948 
Frank and his co-workers distrib- 
uted more than a million pieces of 
Catholic literature, numerous Ros- 
aries, Sacred Heart Badges, prayer 
books and leaflets. 

“] make the rounds of the hos- 
pitals,” said Frank, “especially the 
wards of the county hospital. When 
I find an individual who is serious- 
ly ill, with no religious affiliation, 
I speak a few simple words of 
comfort to him, tell him of God’s 
mercy and love, give him a holy 
picture and a leaflet with a few 
prayers. 

“Tl suggest that he read them 
occasionally and utter some little 
prayer, such as, ‘Jesus, my God, 
have mercy on me.’ Then I tell the 
patient that I'll bring a priest 
around on my next visit to tell him 
more about God and His love. .. 
and Father does the rest. In this 
way hundreds have been won for 
Christ . . . from the very jaws of 
death.”

McCarthy of St. Louis, who became 
known as the Apostle of the 


Blind and the Convert-maker of St.’ 


Louis. Before us as we write are 
five pages of notes kindly sent us 


by Father Kenny, which reveal the |. 


amazing extent of Mr. McCarthy’s 
life-long Apostolate and its almost 
inetadible fruitfulness. 


On every Tuesday and Friday 
night for more than 30 years, Mr. 
McCarthy taught catechism and 
Bible history to the Catholic chil- 
dren at the State School for the 
Blind. On the first Friday of every 
month he left his home at four 
o’clock in the morning to bring 
these children to Mass and Holy 
Communion at St. Margaret’s 
Church. He retained his interest 
in these young people even after 
they left the school and he contin- 
ued to help them in the practice of 
their holy faith. _ 

Not content with that Aposto- 
late, he organized lay teachers to 
conduct classes of religious in- 
struction for children of Italian and 
Syrian parents, thousands of whom 
were lasping from the faith, He 
then secured permission from the 
authorities of the public reform 
school to instruct the Catholic in- 
mates, most of whom had little or 
no training in their religion. Exact- 
ly how many young people he kept 
from losing their faith by his cease- 
less Apostolate of instruction is 
known only to God, but the number 
would seem to pass well beyond 
the thousand mark. 

In addition to all the above, he 
found time to recruit large num- 
bers for instruction in convert clas- 
ses. Among those whom he was 


instrumental in bringing into the 
faith was a former Protestant min- 
ister. Priests in St, Louis, who 
were almost daily witnesses of 
his zeal in recruiting prospects for 
instruction, estimate that the num- 
ber of adult converts traceable to 


his life-long Apostolate would reach |

When we write about Spain we 
write about what we have seen 
with our own eyes, and what we 
have learned, not from partisans, 
but from people who had lived in 
that country all their lives.

You have to keep up the good 
work till you die.

There is only one 
way to true justice—to love God 
with our whole heart.and soul, 
and because of Him to love our 
neighbors as eurselves. That way 
their “black eyes” will hurt us, 
too. We won’t become smug in our 
own righteousness, because as long 
as there is a brother outside the 
fold we shall be conscious of our 
own failure to bring ‘him in to 
safety. We shall be humble be- 
cause of our failure—we shall get 
busy and do something about it. 

If our neighbor strikes a blow 
against us, figuratively or liter- 
ally, we shall try to see his view- 
oint.

We know, too, that. Christ also 
gave His other Apostles authority 
over His .Church, under Peter’s 
leadership. He told them that what- 
ever they said on earth would hold 
in Heaven. (Matt, 18-18) So we 
see that Christ appointed His traf- 
fic officers and their chief as guides 
along His Highway. “Go,” He 
commanded them, “teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them . , . teaching 
them to observe all that I have 
commanded you” (Matt. 28, 19). 
What Christ commanded the Apos- 
tles are our traffic regulations, and 
the power to enforce them is theirs. 
To them Christ said, “He who hears 
you, hears Me” (Luke 10, 16). In 
other words, what the Apostles 
and their successors tell us travel- 
ers on the road, Christ tells us.

clared, and giving that same power 


“AJl power in Heaven and on earth/ 


(Matt, 28, 18-20). 

Christ’s Church, consequently, 
must start with the Apostles, and 
continue from them to the end of 
time. Christ didn’t mean the-.Apos- 
tles were to live forever; He even 
foretold their deaths. What He 
meant was that their successors 
would carry on what they had be- 
gun, and that He would continue 
to guide, direct, and help souls 
reach Heaven through them. 


We Have Its Number 


It’s easy then to find the Church 
of Christ ard His Apostles, because 
we’ve got its number. The number 
of Christ’s Highway is 262. From 
33 A. D. to 1947 A. D., an unbroken 
series of 262 Roman Pontiffs Kave 
carried on the work Christ began 
with St. Peter, the first Bishop of 
Rome. Only one Church in the 
modern world can claim to have 
its Leader, Christ, a living repre- 
sentative who carries on the work 
of St. Peter. Only one Church in 
the world .today is a supranat- 
ional, spiritual thoroughfare to 
Heaven for Christians the world 
over; the same straight and narrow 
road to God today that it was 
nearly 2,000 years ago. 

Pope Pius XII, with the Bishops 


jof the Catholic Church, is to Cath- 


olics throughout the world what 
St. Peter, with the Apostles, was 
to the earliest Christians: their 
guide, director, and servant on their 
journey to eternal life. 

The Pope and Bishops act as 
guides to Catholics on the Highway 
to Heaven by teaching them what 
Christ commanded His Apostles to 
teach. They can’t teach anything 
they please. They are forbidden. to 
teach anything new or novel, for 
the Pope and Bishops must see that 
no one changes the route mapped 
out by Christ! 

Christ’s promise of the Holy 
Spirit for His Church was not an 
empty one. He gave His Apostles 
the Spirit of Truth to stay with 
them forever. (John 14, 16) It is 
this Spirit who keeps the Church as 
faithful to Christ’s teachings today 
as it was in its earliest years. 
While an ever-growing number of 
non-Catholic Christian denomina- 
tions are doubting or denying the 
Divinity of Christ, the Catholic 
Church proclaims as strongly as 
ever that Christ is God. It cannot 
do otherwise, for the Holy Spirit 
illuminates this Highway to Heav- 
en and its leaders. To assert that 
the abiding presence of the Holy 
Spirit in Christ’s Church has lost 
its strength. and usefulness, would 
be to deny God’s power and fidelity 
to His Word, . 

The Pope and Bishops, however, 
are not only guidés on the road 
to Heaven, they are officers as well. 
St. Peter told the presbyters of 
Christian communities to “tend the 
flock of God” (I. Peter 5, 2). St. 
Paul, speaking at Miletus to the 
presbyters of Ephesus, told them 
to fulfill, their duties as rulers of’ 
the Church. “Take heed to your- 
selves,” he said, “and to the whole 
flock in which the Holy Spirit has 
placed you as bishops, to rule the 
Church of God”, (Acts 20, 28). 

In his pastoral letters to Tim- 
othy and Titus, Paul describes the 
office and duties of Bishops as 
officers in Christ’s Church. Theirs 
was the duty of binding and loosing 
the faithful in moral matters, of 
making laws, of defining the duties 
of the faithful towards God and of 
forgiving their sins, as Christ had 
commanded His Apostles to do. 
The obligations of the Pope and 
Bishops today are essentially the 
same, 

Those who try to deprive the 
Church of its power over the souls 
Christ committed to its care only 
dig their own graves. Hans Frank, 
before going to. the gallows, de- 
clared that Hitler was defeated be-

ity, of disaster and death.” 

The secret source of the miracu- 
lous strength and life of the Church 
are the springs 7 spiritual energy 
Christ gave to His Apostles, the 
Mass and the Sacraments. 
who believes and 
Christ. promi “shall be 
(Mark 16, 16). st’s promise was 
not. made in vain. By His becom- 
ing man and dying for us on the 
Cross, Christ has opened a High- 
way to Heaven. We get onto this 
Highway by Baptism, and journey 
to its end on, the strength of the 
other Sacraments. Catholics get 
their strength especially from the 
Body and Blood of Christ. “I am 
the living bread that has come 
down from Heaven,” Christ de- 
clared. “If anyone eat of this bread 
he shall live forever ... For my 
flesh is food indeed, and my blood 
is drink indeed.” (John 6, 51 ff.)

Mr. Heaney is a former National | 


President of the Fraternal Con- 
gress of America which recently 
adopted the slogan “Youth Unlocks 
the Future.” At the annual meet- 
ing of the National Fraternal Con- 
gress to be held in Washington 
next September he will urge the 
establishment of youth centers by 
the 108 fraternal societies, whose 
membership is approximately ten 
million, that are now affiliated as 
member societies of the national 
organization.

whale of a difference in finding 
one’s way around in the medical 
world. (In fact, the current scorn 
of Latin and Greek are an obstruc- 
tion to higher education in other 
fields as well, and also to intercul- 
tural understanding which is bas- 
ed on language). 


Courses Available 


If schooling is required for one’s 
chosen work, pick a good one. And 
don’t fail to get your application 
in early. Each year there are 
more courses open in various parts 
of the country—for a limited en- 
rollment. But in our Catholic 
schools will be that added some- 
thing: ethics, logic, and the prin- 
ciples of Catholic philosophy, 
which make the big difference be- 
tween preparing for life and mere- 
ly earning a living. 

Some of our Catholic hospitals, 
colleges, and universities offer 
training second to none that leads 
to either Bachelor of Science or 
Bachelor of Arts degrees, or to 
the required examinations for such 
titles as “R.P.T.” (Registered Phy- 
sical Therapist) and “R.R.L.” 
(Registered Record Libraran). 


In the middle west, St, Louis 
University and Marquette Univer- 
sity offer a variety of medical work 
such as X-ray, laboratory, and rec- 
ord training. The College of Saint 
Scholastica at Duluth (Minnesota) 
has been a pioneer in record libr- 
ary education, offering an interne- 
ship in it at the excellent St. 
Mary’s Hospital nearby. Recently 
the College of Saint Catherine in 
St. Paul introduced occupational 
therapy to its curriculum. St. 
Theresa’s College at Winona, 
Minnesota; Mount Mary College 
at Milwaukee; and Mercy and 
Marygrove Colleges in Detroit are 
other schools. offering dietetics, 
laboratory, and allied courses. 
Library courses at St. Catherine’s 
and at Rosary College in Chicago 
are outstanding. St. Mary’s Col- 
lege at South Bend has opportun- 
ities to offer also. 

In considering a medical occcup- 
ation one should learn its require- 
ments, obtain all the information 
one can, seck advice, then choose 
wisely and be prepared for study 
and self-sacrificing effort. Medical 
work is a humanitarian service and 
the need is real, immediate, and

Yes, I can say it is the entire 
local public school system—taken 
over and operated by the various 
inisters of the various Protes-

Double Taxation 


Yes, Mr. Barden, your bill pro- 
poses t my federal tax money 
is to be used to subsidize such a set 
up. I object—and I object stren- 
ously. As a Catholic I pay my 
city and county and state taxes 
without a murmur, although it is a 
plainly stated item on the tax bills 
that a goodly portion of my money 
will be used to support the public 
schools. Over and above my taxes, 
I pay for books and tuition for my 
children in the Catholic school. 


It is true that if I so elect, I 
may send my children to the 
public school. But here again I 
object. Under the guarantees of 
the Constitution I have a perfect 
right to the full control of the edu- 
cation of my children, both from a 
religious and a secular standpoint. 
Were I to send my children to the 
local public schools they wcould be 
definitely exposed to the dilemma 
of godlessness in spots and Pro- 
testantism in others. They would 
learn that it is illegal to teach any 
religion in the public schools—but 
be faced with a superabundance of 
religion at graduation time each 
year. During their most formative 
years they would grow in an at- 
mosphere of loose morals and 
atheism—and then be forced to 
try to reconcile the absence of re- 
ligion in their basic education 
against the stated need for it each 
year at graduation time. Little 
wonder there is so much godless- 
ness and absenteeism at churches 
here in the United States.

There are 
few in the United States who 
would adopt that extreme, but they 
should be a little perturbed over 
these words of Thiers: 

“It is all nonsense trying to es- 
tablish an anti-religious govern- 
ment in these times. If I had my 
way, instead of diminishing religi- 
ous influence, I would place the 
control of elementary religious 
schools in the hands of the clergy. 
If you deChristianize the masses, 
they will rise up and murder you. 
There must be some higher au- 
thority for right-doing than that 
of M. le Ministre, M. de Maire, or 
M. le Maitre d’Ecole; and I: defy 
anybody to produce anything bet- 
ter than the Ten Commandments, 
with their august authority and 
their majestic history. If ever the 
Republic is again established in 
France, it will have to avoid the 
pit-fall of anti-religion; if it does 
not, it will sooner or later come 
to grief.” 


Unwilling To Cooperate 
Against Communism 


Professor John C. Bennett, of 
Union Theological Seminary, 
speaking at Wellesly, Massachus- 
etts, on June 22, 1949, urged Con- 
gregational churchmen to muster 
their forces to fight Communism, 
but “to steer clear of the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy’s anti-Comman- 
ist crusade.” 


The Roman Catholic Hierarchy 
has not now and never did have a 
special program of crusade against 
Communism, and even if the Hier- 
archy never spoke out on the sub- 
ject as a group, each Bishop would 
certainly know that it was his 
duty in conscience to oppose any 
anti-God or anti-Christ campaign 
whether in this country or else- 
where in the world. How can the 
clergyman be with Christ if he 
does not denounce aggressive athe- 
ism? 

We wish that Protestant leaders 
understood “the Catholic Hier- 
archy” a little better. They would 
learn that its every member would 
be independent of all the others 
even if a common program were 
proposed. They would learn that 
the Catholic Hierarchy receives far 
fewer instruction from the Vatican 
than they themselves receive from

Novel Tactics 


Not content. with a merely pas- 
sive. acceptance by the population, 
the communists then strove to- win 
a spontaneous acceptance by the 
masses. For this purpose they em- 
ployed entirely novel tactics. | All 
the pre-war teachings of commun- 
ism -— such as internationalism, 
class hatred, dictatorship of the 
proletariat, etc.—were put away in- 
to moth bags. Czechoslovak com- 
munists posed as extreme national- 
ists and genuine patriots. Realiiz- 
ing that Czechoslovakia is a coun- 
try with old Catholic traditions dat- 
ing back to the ninth and tenth 
centuries, and that about 78 per 
cent of the population is Catholic, 
communism made a deliberate ef- 
fort to pose as friends and pro- 
tectors of religion. — 


Particularly in Bohemia, the 
western part of the comets which 
is populated by Czechs, the com- 
munist attitu toward religion 
seemed favorable for several years. 
Communists spoke deahectfully of 
religion, ._They even took part in 
religious activities, going so far 
that in several villages of the prov- 
ince of Moravia the local eommun- 
ist party organizations asked for 
special pilgrimages to a shrine of 
ur Lady, with participation re- 
served for party members. 

.During that period, army officers 
were commanded to take part in 
Corpus Christi processions. Com- 
munists extolled the heroism of 
the many Catholic priests who had 
died in nazi concentration camps. 
Archbishop Josef Beran of peepee 
and Bishop Stephen Trochta of Lit- 
omerice, both of whom had been 
imprisoned by the Germans, were 
hailed as heroes and their appoint- 
ment to their present posts was 
hailed loudly by communists. 

In Slovakia, the eastern part of 
the country, the communist kid 
glove tactics were less in vogue 
and methods of open persecution 
were used there from the very be- 
ginning. The particular conditions 
arising from the war-time policies 
pursued by Monsignor Tiso (who, 
in 1947, was tried on treason 
charges and executed) furnish at 
least a partial explanation of the 
differences in the communist atti- 
tude toward the Church in western 
and eastern Czechoslovakia. A 
contributory factor was the psy- 
difference. between 
Czechs and Slovaks. 


However, apart from these dis- 
tinctions, the general tendency of 
communism in Czechoslovakia after 
the war was not to persecute*the 
church openly but rather to win 
over Catholics and get them under 
communist domination like the en- 
slaved Orthodox (schismatic) 
Church in Russia. Communists, 
for several years played a cat-and- 
mouse game,-assuming an air of 
friendliness, yet never giving up 


j their role of “protector,” with the 


aim of finally smashing the Church. 


The non-communist parties of 
Czechoslovakia, over-awed and 
faint-hearted in the first months of 
the post-war republic, gradually 
regained their courage and began 
to attack their self-styled “pro- 
tectors” and oppressors. Once more 
the press became an instrument of 
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‘|Communists having gaine

free public opinion and made no 
secret of its sympathies with west- 


ern ideals. Catholic papers, like 
the weekly Obzory (Horizon), be- 
came outspoken in their criticism 
of communist behavior. Crucifixes 
reappeared in the schools. Com- 
munist violence and deceit were 
ruthlessly exposed. 


The struggle between commun- 
ism and the other political par- 
ties reached its climax before the 
national elections in May, 1946. 
Communism sought an overall ma- 
jority. Knowing that Catholics 
were the opponents most to be 
feared, they published leaflets as- 
serting that communism stood for 
“protection” of religion ind label- 
ing any statement to the contrary 
a vile lie. 


Communists did net win the 1946 
elections; still, by forming a coal- 
ition with the moderately marxist 
Social Democrats, they had a par- 
liamentary majority. The Social 
Democrats played a double game: 
sometimes supporting the commun- 
ists in parliament, but more often 
the other parties. From these 
elections until February, 1948, the 
situation became more and more 
hopeful in Czechoslovakia. Com- 
munist strength steadily declined. 
Their violence and tyrannical be- 
havior lost them any sympathy 
they may have gained. The free- 
dom of the press became ever more 
apparent. 

This was the situation when, sud- 
denly, the catastrophe came. Com- 
munists realized that the next elec- 
tion would be disastrous for them, 
and an order from Moscow fore- 
stalled such a calamity. Thus came 
the coup d’etat of . 1948. 

power 
through the “workers’ police” and 
the state police (which they con- 
trolled ever since 1945) ousted all 
non-party members from local 
councils and other autonomous 
bodies. 

President Benes, whose skilled 
olitical tight-rope-walker tactics 
had for two and one-half years de- 
layed the sovietization of Czecho- 
slovakia and preserved at least 
partial freedom, finally gave in to 
communist demands, realizing that 
resistance would mean bloodshed in 
a hopeless rs, ge because the 
Russians were, if need be, ready 
to invade the country. Students at- 
tempted a counter-revolution, but 
it was, a futile undertaking. The 
victory of dictatorship was accom- 
plished.. The government now be- 
came purely communist. 


Msgr. Jan Sramek, leader of the 
(Catholic) Popular Party, declared 
its dissolution and announced that 
no other party was entitled to as- 


the communists who fraudulently 
preserved the names of other par- 
ties but reduced them to the status 
of puppets. Similar tactics were 
pursued with regard to newspapers.

The communist-anti- 
religious struggle, hitherto so clev- 
erly concealed, became painfully 
obvious. Church property was 


taken over, all Catholic societies

When the communist, Klement 
Gottwald, became President of 
Czechoslovakia, he requested Arch- 
bishop Beran to sing a Te Deum 


to invoke God’s blessing on the 
new “popular democratic republic.” 
Knowing that refusal would make 
matters even worse, the Archbish- 
op agreed, explaining in a pastor- 
al that he could not refuse a re- 
— for prayers from anyone; in- 
eed, God's blessing was specially 
needed in such troubled times. 


Shortly afterwards, Archbishop 
Beran was bitterly attacked for 
not permitting priests to take part 
in politics. ollowing suspension 
of two priests who disregarded the 
Archbishop’s instructions, he was 
expelled from the “Society of Po- 
litical Prisoners Under Nazi Oc- 
cupation” in punishment for his 
“anti-government attitude.” 


Since then, all pretense of the 
so-called “protection” of the 
Church has been dropped and re- 
placed by open war on the clergy, 
and especially the Bishops. [n the 
beginning, this open war was not 
waged directly by the government 
but through “the people.” News- 
papers and radios, under complete 
communist control but pretending 
to speak in the name of “the peo- 
ple,” demanded “loyalty” of the 

riests and denounced the “react- 
ionary attitude” of the Hierarchy. 
Signed “protests” assailing the 
Holy Father and the Bishops were 
forwarded from trade unions and 
other bodies, all of which had been

ways of expressing themselves or 
of obtaining a hearing as part of 
the people and the nation. Many 
lay holics and priests received 
long prison sentences. Priests 
were punished for trying to main- 
tain contact with their parishioners 
by forming study clubs, Gather- 
ings of children or young people 
outside the churches were strict- 
ly barred and violations punished 
by imprisonment. 


Catholic schools, always small in 
number, were closed or taken over 
by the state. Only a few Cath- 
olic schools are left today. State 
schools profess and teach atheism. 
Publication of Catholic books was 
made extremely difficult. Eastern- 
Rite Catholics came in for parti- 
cularly severe persecution; their 
Signy are being imprisoned one 

y one. Even the small bodies of 
Protestant denominations are har- 
rassed, 


-A campaign was started against 
all individuals known to be. good 
Catholics, especially those who had 
been active politically. They were 
deprived of clothing coupons and 
their food rations were cut down. 
All citizens who refused to join the 
Communist Party were reduced to 
an inferior status. Thousands of 
civil: servants were dismissed. The 
universities are only open to child- 
ren of those who advocate the new 
regime, 


But in spite of all this, both 
Czech and Slovak Catholics stood 
fast, and their priests stood by 
them. Religion has taken on a new 
meaning for them and has become 
more intense in their hearts. Per- 
secution has bound Czech to Slo- 
vak and Slovak to Czech as never 
before. 

It. is under such circumstances 
that the communist rulers of 
Czechoslovakia are now strikin 
what they believe to be the fina 
and mortal blows against the 
Church. The outlook is dark and 
growing darker each day. But the 
Catholics are ready to meet what- 
ever may come. hey are stead- 
fast and confident in their faith, 


harder religion is hit, the deeper 
it goes. 

The above article, based on ma- 
terial furnished by a Czech priest 
now living abroad, depicts the de- 
ce¢itful communist tactics pursued 
in Czechoslovakia since the end cf 
the war, which culminated in the 
present open persecution of the 
Church and the attacks on Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran of Prague in 
particular.

Adjoining the ad- 
ministration offices and occupying 
the remainder of the first floor is 
the library which includes reading 
rooms, reserve room, and stack 
rooms which contain approximate- 
ly 20,000 volumes of standard 
works, general references, and 
bound periodicals.

The Art Studios in the north- 
west wing, second floor of the 
Administration Building command 
an excellent view of the campus 
and of Mirror Lake.

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Curricula Offered At St. Francis 


St. Francis as an accredited 
four-year liberal arts college 
offers curricula leading to the 
bachelor of arts and bachelor of 
science degrees. The college seeks 
to realize the education of young 
women, their complete harmonious 
moral, spiritual, intellectual, and 
physical development in accordance 
with the principles of Catholic 
teaching.

Historical Sketch 

St. Francis College was estab- 
lished at Lafayette, Indiana, in 
1890 by the Poor Sisters of St. 
Francis of Perpetual Adoration. 
The institution was organized as 
a two-year normal school for the 
education of the Sisters of the 
Community. It continued to func- 
tion as a junior college until 1987 
when it evolved into a four-year 
liberal arts college and was em- 
powered to confer academic honors 
and degrees. In 1939, lay students

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Upon the increased admittance of 
lay women the Lafayette campus 
became inadequate. Hence, in the 
summer of 1944, the college was 
moved to its present location at 


‘Fort Wayne. 


St. Francis College occupies an 
attractive and commanding site in 
the extreme northwestern part of 
Fort Wayne.

Hungarian Census Shows 
Population Of 9,207,286; 
About 7,200,000 Catholic 


Budapest—(NC)—The  popula- 
tion of Hungary is 9,207,286, ac- 
cording to a tabulation made by 
the National Office of Statistics 
following a census taken last Jan- 
uary. Estimates at the end of last 
year had led to predictions that 
the population would by far ex- 
ceed 10,000,000. In 1946 the popu- 
lation was estimated at 8,500,000. 

The statistics office broke the 
1949 population figure into 4,424,- 
543 males and 4,782,743 females. 
The population loss due to the war 
is estimated at 600,000. 

According to competent sources 
the total Catholic population was 
put at more than 70 per cent, or 
about 7,200,000. 

The census also showed that the 
population in cities was decreasing, 
that of Budapest having fallen 
about 10 per cent since the war.
